A much greater acreage can be 
stored in a silo if the ears arc- 
snapped in the field and made into 
ear corn silage, which is good feed 
for cattle. Besides making silage, 
the best plans tried at the Univer- 
sity of Illinois were to cure the 
corn in the shock or to gather it 
from the standing stalk as needed 
for feed.

Mr. Angle stressed the value of

Some of the Illinois "firsts" were 
mentioned: The first discovery of 
coal m the western hemisphere 
iound by Father Marquette at La- 
Salle in 16SO; the first open hearth 
steel mill established at Spring- 
field; the first steel rails manu- 
factured in Chicago.

President Coolidge twice vetoed the McNary Haugen Bill. 
It was passed by a large combined republican and democratic 


vote of Congress. The Illinois Bankers Association and practically 
all iarm organizations of the west sponsored it, as did former Gov- 
ernor Frank O. Lowden, who was the choice of the Illinois Delega- 
tion and delegates from the agricultural states in the Republican Na- 
tional Convention in 1928 for the office of President. The farm plank 
he proposed at that convention was defeated and Mr. Hoover was 
the nominee of the Convention. 


Mr. Hoover's contribution to the American Farmer v/as the Agri- 


cultural Marketing Act, creating the Federal Farm Board. It is easy 
to recall what happened under this Act. 


Wheat sold on the Chicago Market for 437/8 cents per bushel, the 


lowest price ever quoted upon an exchange in A m e r i c a . Other 
grain and livestock prices fell in like proportion. 


Farm Income Dropped $6,800,000,000 (1929 -1932) 


Gross farm income dropped from $12,000,000,000, in 1929 to the 


low point of S5,200,000,000 in 1932. 


At this point it is well to remember that Governor Sam McKelvie 


of Nebraska was a member of Hoover's Federal Farm Board. He 
has been opposed to the AAA and other progressive farm legislation 
during the Roosevelt administration, and former Governor McKelvie 
is one of Governor Dewey's main supporters in the present campaign. 


Then what happened? Foreclosures shot upward as farm in- 


'come declined and thousands of farm families lost their farms. Fore- 
closures reached the high point of 39 for every 1,000 farms in 1932. 
At present, the foreclosure rate is down again to where it was in 1920 
—about 4 in every 1,000 homes. 


97 Farm Foreclosures in Lee County in Year 1932 


Foreclosures in Lee County as shown by the records in the Re- 


corder's office instituted in 1931 were fifty. 
In 1932 there were 97. 


In 1943 not a single farm mortgage was foreclosed in Lee County. 


In February, 1933, a farmer residing within a few miles of Dixon 


sold 6,000 bushels of corn, 1,000 bushels of oats, a team of horses, 
and included a milk check for $170.00 to pay a rent note of 31250,00 
due on March first. He received lll/z cents per bushel for his corn. 


The simple expedient of corn loans provided in the first ninety 


days of the Roosevelt administration was a life saver to the corn belt 
farmers; the Government loaned 45 cents per bushel on the farmer's 
corn. In July, 1933, No. 4 yellow corn sold locally for 50 cents per 
bushel. 


Had this Lee County farmer been able to hold his corn and could 


have taken advantage of the corn loan, his corn crop alone would 
have brought $3,QOO,OQ. 


Scott W. Lucas wrote the Corn Loan Act now in effect, which 


makes corn loans mandatory if desired by the producer. All corn 
loans made to farmers have been paid in full and did not cost the 
government ONE CENT. 


Agriculture Adjustment Act Endorsed By Presi- 
dent Earl Smith, Illinois Agricultural Association 


The passage of the Agricultural Adjustment Act promptly fol- 


lowed the Corn Loan Act. 
Illinois farmers voted 9 to 1 for the AAA 


program and Earl Smith, President of the Illinois Agricultural Associa- 
tion, declared at the Illinois Agricultural Convention in 1936: "I FIRM- 


LY BELIEVE THAT THE SUBSTANTIAL INCREASE IN NET FARM 
INCOME WHICH RESULTED FROM 
ADJUSTMENT 
IN 
AGRICUL- 


TURAL PRODUCTION CONTRIBUTED MORE TO THE NATIONAL 


RECOVERY IN 1935 THAN ALL OTHER EFFORTS OF THE GOVERN- 


MENT COMBINED". (Prairie Farmer, February 15, 1936).
